8.30AM My alarm goes off and I’m up straight away, into 
the shower. I’m definitely a morning person. I like to get 
on with the day. 8.50AM Breakfast is granola with Greek 
yoghurt, blueberries and raisins. 9.15AM It’s a Friday, so 
I set off for The X Factor rehearsals, ready for the live show 
on Saturday. It takes about an hour to drive from my house 
in Essex to Wembley Stadium where we film. I flit between 
listening to BBC Radio 1 and TalkSport. 10.30AM My 
co-presenter, Caroline Flack, and I have a catch-up and 
then look over the scripts - it’s our first year presenting 
the main show, so we like to be prepared. 12.05PM 
Quick Twitter break, and check WhatsApp to see what 
my mates are up to. 12.20PM Say hello to the judges 
and get all the gossip from the contestants. I’ll talk 
to the show’s producers about what’s been going 
on behind the scenes. 1PM Lunch in the X Factor 
cafeteria. I want to tuck into the bangers and mash, 
but I’m on a health kick, so it’s a superfood salad for 
me. 2.15PM Caroline and I start rehearsing; even 
if it’s just introducing the judges, you don’t want to 
make a mistake.

B ooze. I love it. Particularly 

red wine and whisky, but also, 
more recently, tequila. Which 
is a surprise, because after 
one night about ten years ago, 
where 1 downed approximately 17 shots of 
the stuff, I swore I’d never touch it again. 
But I’m back on it, mixed with lime juice 
and agave syrup. It’s completely gorgeous. 

I’ve chosen to write about my love of 
booze because we are heading into the 
festive season so I’ll be drinking it, and 
because I keep reading about people giving 
up alcohol. I thought I’d write a positive 
piece about it, because in my life, it is. 

In September, loads of people on 
Fac ebook went on about how clever 
they were to not drink a drop throughout 
the entire month. My FB feed taught me 
that nearly all of these people celebrated 
the end of their month of sobriety with 
a massive binge-drinking session, which 
has been proven to be worse for your 
health than drinking regularly but within 
recommended guidelines. 

Don’t get me wrong, alcoholism is a real 
and gripping disease, but I’m not talking 
about that. I’m talking about enjoying 
a drink, and doing so within safe limits. 
Which is something I can do now, but 
admittedly something I didn’t always do. 

My relationship with booze started 
early. On Guernsey, where I was raised, we 
were drinkers. It was easy to get beer and 
there were plenty of parties to drink at. My 
first bad experience was when I was about 
13. I went to my friend’s house up the road 
to watch TV, and she brought down a bottle 
of bright green alcohol from her sister’s 
room. It was Midori, and I drank around 
60% of the bottle. At 10pm I stumbled 
home, puking in every available bush, 
before falling into the sitting room where 
my parents were, burping, “I’M HOME,” 
then going upstairs and continuing to puke 
green fluid into the toilet. My sister heard 
me and insisted I opened the door. She 
huffily held my hair back, then lifted me 
into her bed, where she lay awake next to 
me all night, holding my head up, so ►

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M I didn’t choke on my vomit in my 
sleep, like her hero Jimi Hendrix had. 

I learnt nothing from this experience 
and continued to drink to the point of near 
hospitalisation most weekends for the next 
ten years. It sounds horrifying, I know, but 
everyone I knew did it. But I don’t drink 
like that now and I wouldn’t ever drink like 
that again. I grew up and grew out of it. 
Hangovers are awful and I am way too 
busy to have them regularly. I don’t like 
wasting days from self-inflicted illness, 
and I know how bad it is for my health. 

So now, my love of booze is about that 
glass of red at the end of a long day. As 
I cook dinner, and the smell of food fills 
the room, my taste 
buds call for the 
comfort of a smooth 
glass of Rioja to 
accompany my meal. 

It helps me relax. 

It’s the transition 
from a stressful day 
to a peaceful evening. 

I love it. And 
sometimes I still drink more than I should, 
and I like being drunk sometimes, sitting 
with friends and sharing more than 
I intended to. I’ve never been a ‘bad’ drunk, 
so when my inhibitions fade, I do silly 
things like lift up my top and squash my 
boobies against restaurant windows. 

So there you go - a positive piece 
about alcohol. I was pregnant last 
Christmas, so was restricting myself to 
the occasional glass of red wine. This 
year I have no such limitations, and I’m 
excited to toast the festivities with an 
appropriate tipple. I apologise in advance 
if I get a bit silly.

FEELING 

JEALOUS?' 

Make that a good thing 
by embracing your 
green-eyed monster 


E ven the #blessed have 
moments when they feel 
tortured by other people’s 
successes, such is the nature 
of that jump-out-of-nowhere emotion 
- envy. But while jealousy’s first 
punch can destabilise you, “it’s 
crucial to the positive process of 
learning about yourself,” reveals 
social psychologist Professor Paul 
Stenner. Time to own your envy. 

PRIMAL JEALOUSY 

If Beyonce had made Crazy In Love 
today, it wouldn’t be about the crazy 
lust of meeting a new guy, but the 
crazy jealousy of wondering why he 
started following that random girl on 
Instagram. “Social media gives us 
more information about someone’s 
life, but it’s all abstract information 
- usually pictures - which we fill in 
with jealous thoughts,” Professor 
Stenner explains. And the less we 
know, the more jealousy breeds. 

First, tot up how often you play 
social-media sleuth on your partner 
or ex. “It’s normal to spy now and 
then,” says Dr Sheri Jacobson, clinical 
director of Harley Therapy, “but 
deliberately keeping it a secret or 
doing it at work isn’t.” Think how 
snooping makes you feel: bad? 

Less confident? Guilty? “Write 
a list of the real cost of this habit and 
stick it where you can see it,” she 


adds, suggesting a one-week social 
media break to solidify your efforts. 
“You’ll be surprised by how much 
more energy, confidence and free 
time you have not checking in on 
other people’s lives all the time.” 

COMPARISON JEALOUSY 

Whether they’ve broken the thousand- 
follower mark on Twitter, scored 
a six-month sabbatical or retrained 
for their dream career - when you 
compare your lot to theirs, you feel 
like you’re missing something. 

Don’t wallow. Pinpoint exactly what 
triggered your jealousy - flexible 
hours, building your own brand, more 
travel? - and you’ve just identified 
what you really want in life. “We often 
say, Tm so jealous,’ but what we 
mean is, ‘I wish I had that or did 
that.’ This jealousy is incredibly 
useful: it helps us clarify what we 
really want, so we can set clear goals 
to achieve it,” says Dr Jacobson. 

TARGETED JEALOUSY 

This is directed at a specific person 
- the colleague promoted ahead of you, 
the friend engaged days after your 
break-up. You want to congratulate, 
but jealousy is making you hate. 

To move to a happier headspace, 
look past the situation and back to the 
person. “Remember good memories or 
things they’ve done for you. Even if it’s 


just a colleague, were they nice to 
work with? Did they help you when 
they didn’t have to? Did you both fight 
hard to get to where you are?” says 
Dr Jacobson. “It’s easy to not like 
someone if we make them different 
from ourselves, but we’re actually 
more alike than different. Recognising 
that breeds compassion, which makes 
it easier to wish someone well.” 

TIME JEALOUSY 

Your friend’s on holiday again and 
your boyfriend’s three episodes 
ahead in the box set you swore 
you’d watch together. You? You’d 
just like to leave work in daylight. 

That irrational resentment on hearing 
someone has enough free time to go 
to the cinema? Experts call it ‘scarcity 
mentality’. You see their life as full 
of opportunities while yours is only 
full of limits - eg ‘I have one shot at 
a promotion, so must work late until 
eternity.’ The way to get to the flipside 
-the ‘abundance mentality’ - isn’t 
to shout at your partner for playing 
golf on Sunday, but to crunch your 
commitments. How? Don’t say yes 
to everything that comes your way, 
whether that’s an invite or answering 
an out-of-hours email. And lose 
the ‘I have no time’ mentality. 

It’s self-fulfilling: if you think 
it, you’ll say it. And once you’ve 
said it out loud, you believe it.

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She’s the vlogger who changed 
the game and built an empire - and 
she’s only just warming up. All hail 
Tanya Burr, says Rosamund Urwin ►

eeting Tanya Burr is a strange sensation, 
because you feel you know her already. 

In person, she’s exactly as she is in her 
YouTube videos: smiley, enthusiastic, big on 
eye contact and quick to compliment (she 
greets me with, “Amazing shoes! ”) - the 
ultimate big sister. That’s how she has won 
so many fans: 3.2 million subscribers on 
her YouTube channel, 2.2 million followers 
on Instagram, 1.6 million on Twitter. 

What started six years ago with her 
make-up tutorials has made her a bona 
fide star: she sits on the front row at 
Fashion Week, is half of an internet 
super-couple with husband Jim Chapman 
and has spoken at the United Nations. 

Her brand has transcended digital: 
there’s a make-up range (Tanya Burr 
Cosmetics), a curated fashion collection 
(for very.co.uk) and a book {Love, Tanya). 

Her next move? Hollywood. “I’ve set 
myself a goal to secure a film role by the 
end of the year,” she tells me over a glass 
of Malbec. She’s been having acting 
lessons since January, has an agent in 
LA, and is heading there the week after 
our interview to meet casting directors. 

She wants to be cast against type. “I’m 
not interested in playing the glamorous 
beauty roles. I’d love to be challenged, to 
get gritty parts. I love films that make you 
think. That really resonated with me,’ 
like The Perks Of Being A Wallflower.” 

Tanya feels she’s at a flux point in her 
life. Having “grown up on YouTube” (she 
was 20 when she started), she has recently 
turned 26 and got married. “I feel such 
a transition at the moment - in my career 
and my life.” And she feels this GLAMOUR 
shoot is part of casting off the girlie image. 
“I didn’t know how sexy it would be, but it 
really makes sense at the moment. A lot 
of people put me in this box: ‘You’re cute, 
that’s who you are.’ But getting married is 
a turning point. I just hope my audience 
will come along with me for the ride.” 

Tanya, who grew up in Tasburgh in 
Norfolk, always had big dreams. “Ever 
since I was 13, I’d write business plans: 

I was going to own a zoo, then be an ice-cream van driver. 

I would save up all this money and live in a flat overlooking 
Central Park in New York.” She insists, though, that 
YouTube wasn’t a business decision. Jim’s sisters, Sam 
and Nic Chapman, had launched the make-up channel 
Pixiwoo about six months before Tanya started, and ►

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◄ they suggested she try it too. Tanya was working on 
a make-up counter, and wanted to be a make-up artist. She 
started uploading videos of her trying cosmetics and talking 
about clothes. She soon had 50,000 subscribers and could 
pay half her rent with the money from the ads. But her boss 
found out, and suspended her. “They said I couldn’t do it. 
Now they’re kicking themselves. I was terrified; I’m not 
someone who likes trouble. After two weeks, they said, 

‘You can come back, but you can’t do YouTube again.’” 

Tanya decided to stick with YouTube, taking a part-time 
job in Topshop. She also invested in an HD camera and 
a computer. Given that anyone could do that, does she 
worry about others snapping at her heels? “I don’t feel any 
competition, because the joy of YouTube is that there’s room 
for everyone.” Besides, she’s more than just a YouTube star 
now: she has a business empire. She says she’s “one of the 
hardest people to work with, and the easiest, because I get 
involved in everything.” Her cosmetics line was made with 
the company SLG: “I never let them tell me what to do. It 
means I’m proud of everything I’ve released.” Her cheek 
palette came out three weeks after the rest of her collection 
because she wasn’t happy initially: “I went back to the 
factory ten times. But now I can wear it and believe in it.” 

er YouTube audience ranges from 11 to around 
25. For the under-16s, she’s an idol: when 

they meet her, some “cry, shake and freak 

out”, others are rendered mute. Older fans 
might ask for advice on mascara: “They 
chat to me like a friend. In comparison with meeting 
a glamorous actress, they feel a real connection with me.” 

Positivity is a big part of the Burr brand, but Tanya 
actually suffers from Generalised Anxiety Disorder. “I’ve 
struggled with it since I was seven. People don’t realise, 
because they just see a confident person. I go through bad 
periods. It stops me viogging, because I love to portray this 
happy persona, and when I’m like that, I can’t.” She spoke 
out a few years ago because she felt others were suffering 
in silence. “The response was huge. A lot of people said it 
helped them manage better, because they saw, ‘Tanya can 
do all the stuff she can do, despite it.’” She’s had a “ton 
of therapy”, which has helped her address the pressures 
she puts herself under. “My therapist says my downfall is 
trying to create the perfect life. I don’t think a lot of social 
platforms help. That’s why I like to post photos of me in my 
PJs with no make-up. To show I don’t have a perfect life.” 

What strikes you most is Tanya’s normality: she’s 
girl-next-door pretty and unshowy, in a jumper, ripped 
jeans, no shoes and minimal make-up. She’s relatable 
- and that’s what she believes has won her fans. “I’m not 
the most beautiful girl. I don’t look like Cara Delevingne; ►

S omething Tanya has struggled 
with is how much of her life 
to share. “I used to daily viog 
more - now I don’t really do 
it. My main video for the week 
is the same as having my own TV show. 
It’s not sharing my life, it’s just showing 
someone how to do something.” She 
took a break from viogging recently and 
couldn’t face returning: “I didn’t want 
to share my life. Since I’ve got married, 

I feel even more protective. The more 
you know who you are, the more you 
want to protect yourself and your 
relationships.” She especially feels this 
about her marriage: “Our relationship is 
too precious. I don’t want it to be ‘here’s 
Jim and me in bed’ on YouTube. It’s 
very rare that I appear in Jim’s viogs.” 

A compromise for fans who wish 
she’d vIog more is Snapchat. “I feel I’ve 
found my happy place. What’s great 
about it is that no one can comment 
- it’s gone in 24 hours, and how much 
insight can someone get in 15 seconds? 
You’re interacting with your audience 
but not giving them your life story.” 

Tanya and Jim have been together 
for eight and a half years, after meeting 
at a house party. Their wedding was 
small, just 50 guests. “That’s how 
we are. We wanted it to be only the ►

she tries to avoid it. “I’m a positive person, but I can’t shrug it off every day. 
Sometimes, I’ll take it to heart and feel I don’t want to make a video again.” 
She’s much more blase about Jim’s fans. Under one of his videos, one 
has written: “My mum has given you 
permission to impregnate me”. Tanya is 
unfazed: “People write Jim crazy love 
letters. We laugh about it. It doesn’t 
feel real. I’d probably be jealous if girls 
were flirting with Jim on a shoot, but the 
viewers don’t bother me.” The majority 
of fans are supportive, even giving them 
a portmanteau nickname: “Janya”.

◄ people we absolutely loved.” Did marriage 
change their relationship? She nods. “We thought: 
‘We’re getting married because we love each 
other and it’s the right thing to do, but surely it 
won’t feel different?’ Literally, from the second we 
were married, we were more inseparable. It was 
weird. You do just feel a deeper connection.” 

Jim said in a recent interview that “a lot 
of people who do YouTube started off because 
they had no social life.” I ask Tanya if that’s 
true. “I think it’s true of Jim. He was very shy. 

But I’ve always been a social butterfly.” 

Has YouTube made her more confident? 
“Definitely. It’s made me so much more at ease 
with myself. My boundaries are always being 
pushed.” That doesn’t mean there aren’t still 
things that intimidate her. Speaking at the UN, 
for starters. Tanya is a friend of the film director 
Richard Curtis and his family, and had made 
a video on his request about the Global Goals: 

17 initiatives to improve the world by 2030 (they 
include ending poverty and tackling climate 
change). “I made a video of me just sitting on my 
bed, really impromptu, saying I feel passionately 
about this campaign.” She feared her fans might 
be bored, but they loved it. Someone at the UN 
saw this, and asked Tanya to fly to New York the 
next day to speak in front of world leaders and 
journalists. “It was the craziest experience of my 
life. When I did my speech. I’d only said it aloud 
three times in the car on the way there. Afterwards, 
I burst into tears, because I was so overwhelmed.” 

After that, acting should be a breeze. It was 
a New Year’s resolution that pushed her back 
into acting, but Tanya’s been writing plays since 
she was eight, getting her friends to act with 
her. But she gave up drama at GCSE because 
she didn’t feel good enough. “There was this 
girl in my class who was so talented, it made me start to not enjoy drama. 
Everything I did. I’d think: ‘I’m not as good as her.’” Now, she’s had lessons 
one-on-one. Her teacher is “wonderful but strict. She’ll go: ‘I don’t believe 
you. It’s not good enough.’ I love that, because I trust she’ll make me better.” 

Tanya will never desert her YouTube fans, though. “They’re the most loyal, 
kind people,” she says. “I want to do something really cool with them. Every other 
month, I want to do a dinner for some of them, to make it special.” She adds 
sincerely: “I don’t know how long I’ll have them, but I really do love them.” ©

Cheating: the 
new therapy? 



Infidelity was once the 
heart-shattering end 
of love. But with 42% 
of us open to forgiveness, 
experts now argue 
that it can make - not 
break - a relationship. 
Gemma Askham asks! really? 

ice people don’t cheat. That’s 
what we’re led to believe. And 
yet this is what I know: my 
friend James* is using Snder, 
an app that pairs couples with 
singles wanting threesomes, 
while his long-term girlfriend 
retrains at medical school 
96 miles away. In the last year, three female 
friends have used the ‘different area code’ 
excuse for one-night stands (one on a business 
trip, one working abroad and another on 
a girls’ holiday). In one married couple, 
the wife allows her husband of nine years 
to pursue other women when he’s out with 
his male teacher colleagues; he wants 
a baby, she wants a career, flings are their 
trade-off until she’s ready. 

All of these people are nice. But, like one 
in 2.7 couples, they’re also unfaithful. Writing 
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with an engagement ring on my finger, a sign of 
assumed future fidelity, I’m stuck between my 
rock and a hard reality: despite studies showing 
that 85% of people condemn infidelity, almost 
60% of men and over 45% of women do it 
anyway. Statistics alone are forcing relationship 
therapists who once berated infidelity to 
approach it in a hitherto unheard of way. 

“Virtually all couples’ therapists have believed 
since the field’s earliest days that no troubled 
marriage can ever recover as long as there’s 
a ‘third party’,” confirms high-profile US sex 
therapist Dr Tammy Nelson. “But whether 
we like it or not, many couples are far less 
encumbered with the legal, moral and social 
strictures that held sway for our parents. Many 
couples expectthat infidelity is likelier than not.” 

Is this depressing reading, or simply 
realism? The talking point of the Ashley 
Madison expose this summer wasn’t so much 
the hacking but the fact that an adultery site 
had 37 million users. Recent data by research 
firm GlobalWebIndex found that 12% of the 
‘singles’ on Tinder are in relationships, while 
a staggering 30% are married. We’ve never 
lived in a time when two people can lie in bed 
together but both simultaneously e-cheat via 
their smartphones: one watching a webcam 
performance while the other sexts. Web 
psychologist Nathalie Nahai believes it’s no 
coincidence that encrypted messaging services 
such as PQChat (which lets you wipe another 
person’s device of the messages you’ve sent 
them) and virtual private networks (VPNs) such 
as TunnelBear, which protect online activity 
from being easily traced, are on the rise. 

Accepting that infidelity a) is likely and 
b) occurs on platforms that are a million miles 
away from the quickie-with-a-colleague cliche. 
Dr Nelson is changing tack: actively helping 
couples negotiate how to be unfaithful, but in 
the least damaging way. The defining principle 
of her landmark book The New Monogamy is 
the ‘monogamy contract’ - a set of guidelines, 
thrashed out by each individual couple before 
they get serious, that outlines what is (and 
isn’t) acceptable on the cheating scale. “You 
don’t have to write a contract, but have an 
open discussion about what you want your 
monogamy to look like,” she says. Think: 
a pre-nup for your heart, not your bank account. 

It sounds like a radical and unromantic 
concept, but she tells me that most of us have 
an ‘implicit’ contract anyway - unsaid rules we 
assume to be true, anything from, ‘He won’t 


watch porn now we’re together’ to ‘I’m sure 
he’d think a drunken kiss was forgivable’. 
Verbalising your views takes the sting out 
of later discovering you’re not aligned on 
issues such as: Is it OK to see an ex? Should 
we tell each other when we masturbate? Is 
online flirting forgivable if there’s no meet-up? 
Could a bond with a close male friend be 
classed as emotional cheating? 

When, two years into their marriage, Bianca, 
a 28-year-old finance worker and Rob, 34, 
became curious about having sex with another 
person or couple (“a drunken conversation that 
we kept going back to,”), they set two rules: 
one, that they’d only sleep with male couples 
to curb potential jealousy on Bianca’s part and, 
two, regardless of who else was there, they’d 
always maintain eye contact or physical touch 
with one another. “Our love is actually stronger 
as we’ve become more open,” she says. 

But what about the betrayal you don’t see 
coming? While 
a 2008 study 
proved that 
emotional betrayal 
hurts more than 
physical pain, 
new evidence 
is mounting on 
the contrary. 

Rethinking Infidelity, a TED Talk that makes 
a case for surviving being cheated on, has 
had 3.1 million views since March and 
continues to accrue them by tens of thousands 
daily. Even among Relate therapists - Britain’s 
77-year-old counselling service - 94% believe 
a relationship can thrive after infidelity. 

Why? Well, at it’s most basic, very few 
affairs actually last. Janis Abrahms Spring, 
author of After The Affair, found that 10% of 
affairs are over in a day, while only 10% make 
it to a month. And the potential post-affair 
stigma for the betrayed party is evolving, too. 

In the past, “divorce carried all the shame,” 
admits Esther Perel, the relationship coach 
behind the TED hit; then the shame moved 
to “choosing to stay.” Now, as we realise that 
a Tinder-style ‘onto the next person’ approach 
doesn’t necessarily lead to better love, we’re 
re-accepting that “people are imperfect 
and relationships take work,” as Psychology 
Today therapist Michael J Formica says. 

The motivation for cheating is also 
becoming less personal. Last year, the 
University of Winchester interviewed 100 ►

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◄ women signed up to adultery websites 
and found that not one of them actually 
wanted to leave their partner; in fact, most 
said how much they loved them. 

Instead of being about lust, among young 
couples, Perel is seeing infidelity become 
a way to assert their independence. She told 
Slate, “When I entered marriage, I bought 
into the whole romantic package: I want to 
never feel anxious again, never feel a fear of 
abandonment. But that’s very different than the 
millennials I work with. Their fear is that they 
will lose themselves, because they’ve worked 
so hard to develop their own identities.” 

It was rebellion against the “conformity, 
monotony and responsibility” of planning her 
wedding that tempted Louise, a 27-year-old PA, 
to reciprocate exchanging graphic messages 
when a guy she’d online-dated years ago 
contacted her out of the blue. She has no 
intention of it going further - but sees her 
pre-wedding sexting as the last chance she’ll 
get for this kind of illicit, no-strings flirtation. 

For Steve*, a physiotherapist, and Maria*, 
a nurse, now in their thirties, meeting at age 18 
and 16, respectively, has meant several affairs 
- on both sides - as they’ve tried to reconcile 
having met so young with not missing out. 

Now recently married, neither is under 
any illusion about the 
other’s former infidelity, 
although the intimate 
details of who, when 
and what happened 
are something both 
parties agree they’d 
rather not know. 

The kicker, of course, is what happens 
when you do know? Relate counsellor 
Peter Saddington believes that as our modern 
society becomes more open to new forms 
of relationships and attraction in general, 

“there is more flexibility in how people 
respond and more room for forgiveness.” 

Esther Perel goes as far as to argue 
that the potential threat of losing a partner 
can dramatically increase your attraction 
to them. “Something about the fear of loss 
will rekindle desire,” she says, though 
with two caveats. Firstly, the perpetrator 
acknowledges their wrongdoing, actively 
seeks forgiveness, and helps stop the other 
person from obsessing. Secondly, the betrayed 
party must curb their curiosity to mine the 
sordid details (“Where did you do it? Flow ►

The four types of affair 

Yes, four! Therapist Michael J Formica 
breaks them down 

OBJECT AFFAIR When one partner’s attention 
is drawn away from the relationship by a ‘thing’ 

- work or a hobby or interest. 

SEXUAL AFFAIR A liaison driven purely by physical 
desire. It’s usually just sex, and lacks emotional intimacy. 
EMOTIONAL AFFAIR Based on fantasy, rather than 
meet-ups. Interaction takes place by text, email or online. 
SECONDARY RELATIONSHIP A full-blown 
affair that includes sexual contact, friendship, common 
interests and routines. 
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◄ often? Are they better than me in bed?”), 
which will only inflict more pain. 

Somewhere between Saddington’s potential 
forgiveness and Perel’s potentially fired-up 
libido is the middle ground: that infidelity can 
highlight what your relationship is missing. 
“Sometimes, it’s difficult to define what’s wrong. 

A secondary relationship can provide a window 
into what may be lacking,” adds Formica. 

The key, above all, is communication, 
whether that’s handling a now-public affair, or 
negotiating your terms beforehand. As Nelson 
explains, “Most couples practising what I call 
the ‘new monogamy’ still want long-term loving 
attachment, affection, mutual trust and security. 
It’s just that their notions about what constitutes 
emotional and sexual ‘commitment’, ‘fidelity’ 
and ‘monogamy’ are more expansive than what 
we’ve long considered the norm.” 

For eternity, we’ve been told that the right 
thing to do is to be faithful. Yet for many couples, 
the right thing for them is not to be. And maybe, 
just maybe, that isn’t as shocking as it sounds. ©

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“My life lessons 
from the 
Sisterhood 

It s not the obvious 
place for a sex writer, 
but Caroline Kent 

found that joining 
a convent for a week 
was exactly what 
she needed 


B leary eyed, I prise open the 
door of the chapel, and tiptoe 
in as quietly as I can. Three 
nuns are deep in prayer 
and - despite my sudden 
interruption - they don’t break 
away to acknowledge me. 

Aware I’m already an hour late, I pick up 
a prayer script and start to join in, mouthing the 
words written in front of me - how I am perfect 
in the eyes of God, that my transgressions can 
be forgiven and my failures erased. I ask God 
for me to be made a better person, to be 
generous, open, non-judgemental and thankful. 

Then I look up at the cross on the wall, 
and think back to the day before, when I was 
dancing my way through the streets of London 
at Notting Hill Carnival. How, less than 24 hours 
later, did I end up praying in a convent? 

It was all because of my grandmother. 

A devout Irish Catholic, she had a huge

hand in bringing me up. I saw her every other 
day in the last few years of her life, and we’d 
chat about everything from boyfriends to work. 
When she died two years ago, I was heartbroken. 

I’d thought I’d known everything about her, 
but after her death, a relative discovered she 
had been carrying a secret all of her life - 
as a child in Ireland, she was raised by nuns 
in a convent because her own parents couldn’t 
afford to keep her. The idea that she’d had 
a past life, which for some reason she didn’t want 
anyone to know about, was hard to deal with. Was 
it because it was too traumatic, and something 
she wanted to keep buried deep in the past? 

At first, I dealt with losing her by throwing 
myself into my work, partying hard, and 
avoiding dealing with my feelings. But my 
grief caught up with me and, earlier this year, 

I became depressed and anxious. 

On the outside, I looked fine. 

I had an interesting job, a nice 
flat, great friends and an exciting 
social life. But inside I felt lost 

- even more so when my parents 
divorced and sold the home 
I grew up in, something that 
hit me so much harder than 
I could have ever imagined. 

I kept thinking of my 
grandmother, as a child, and how 
she was suddenly without a family 
home. If I was finding it tough, 
what would it have been like for 
her? I wanted to understand the 
life she’d had and the secret 
experience she carried with her all 
those years. ‘Why don’t I just go and stay 
in a convent, and see for myself?’ I randomly 
thought after a particularly low night. 

I grew up surrounded by religion. My mother 

- who went to a convent school - dragged me to 
Mass every week and I attended Catholic school. 
But at 17, I escaped to London to go to fashion 
college and never looked back. Ten years later, as 
a sex writer for magazines and newspapers, my 
life is about as far from the Sisterhood as you 
can get. But the more I thought about spending 


time in a convent, the more it made sense. 

If nothing else, maybe it would help me come 
to terms with my grandmother’s death. 

Convents are private communities and the 
only women allowed to stay are those considering 
joining them. But after I enquired at my local 
church, and made some calls, a Franciscan 
Sisterhood in South London agreed to let me 
live with them for a week, as long as I followed 
the rules of poverty, chastity and obedience. 

rriving straight from 
Carnival, I’m greeted 
and shown to my room 
by Sister Sue, a sixty- 
something woman 
wearing a fleece, beaten-up 
Birkenstocks and a large wooden 
cross necklace. There are no strictly 
enforced rules at the convent, rather 
an expectation that I’ll adhere to 
the vows that the nuns have chosen 
to live by - including simplicity. So 
all I have in my case are leggings, 
T-shirts and hoodies, plus some 
essential toiletries. Any nice clothes 
and my make-up bag have been 
left at home. The convent ‘uniform’ 
is a brown robe with a belt made of rope and 
a wooden cross, but sisters don’t wear this 
all the time, and I choose not to - seeing 
as I’m not planning on joining full-time. 

I have brought my mobile phone with 
me, but tell myself I’ll only check it when 
absolutely necessary - the sisters practise 
self-discipline and so should 1. There are 
only three in the convent - most Franciscan 
houses are small, with between three and ten 
sisters the norm. The house seems big, and 
not hugely welcoming. I’d expected candles 
and a homely, wholesome feel. Instead, 
it feels stark and a bit like a hostel. 

I’m shown to my room - an attic space 
with a lamp, chair and single bed raised ►

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A a few inches from 
the floor, and no lock 
on the door. Sister Sue 
hands me a house 
schedule, where time 
slots specify hour-long 
spaces for corporate 
silence, prayers. Mass 
and meals, with time 
in between for reading, 
washing and prepping 
meals. I’m told that 
if I need to leave the 
house, I must move 
the red pin to the “out” 
section of a board next 
to the front door so the 
others know I’ve left. 

“You’ll see that you’ll 
be referred to as 
Guest A,” she says. 

Her tone is 
businesslike - polite, 
but not maternal 
and reassuring like 
I imagined. I think of my 
grandmother, and how she must have felt 
arriving on her own as a small child, away 
from her parents and in need of comfort. 

A fter waking up late on my first day 

(the nuns get up at 6.30am) and only 
catching the end of morning prayers, 

I feel embarrassed and disrespectful. 

I decide to make extra effort with the 
chores after breakfast. We then have reading time 
before lunch. That’s followed by more chores, 
reading and prayers, before dinner at 6pm. Meals 
are simple, wholesome fare, like chickpea stew 
and vegetable bake. The sisters surprise me 
with their eco credentials, preferring organic 
ingredients and making their own compost. 

After clearing up, there are more prayers, 
before we all retire to our rooms at 8.45pm. 

The long, empty evenings fill me with 


dread at first, but a few days in and my 
exhausted body and mind are thankful for 
the nine hours of undisturbed sleep. 

But living in such close quarters with a bunch 
of other women isn’t easy and after a few days, 

I start to feel tetchy. I’m tempted to escape 
to the outside world for a bit, but I resist. The 

sisters find comfort in each 
other, God and themselves, 
rather than looking outside 
the convent walls for 
excitement and connection. 

Keen to know more 
about the nuns’ lives, I ask 
questions whenever I can, 
striking up conversation 
while prepping dinner or 
approaching a sister while 
she is quietly sewing. 

I learn that Sister Sue 
didn’t join the Sisterhood 
until her forties, when she 
realised she wanted to 
“commit my life to what 
I truly wanted and live around 
people who felt the same”. 
Sister Gina, a scientist from 
Australia, thought becoming 
a nun was the best way to 
combine her desire to help 
others with her spiritual 
connection to God. 

All sisters take a vow 
of celibacy - although 
because many women join later in life, you 
don’t have to be a virgin. Most sisters simply 
see sexual energy as a creative energy, which 
is better directed towards helping others. 

But despite this, their modern outlook often 
surprises me. I notice the bookshelves in the house 
are lined with feminist literature. I naively hadn’t 
expected nuns to have an interest in gender politics. 

And when I tentatively question the idea 
of God as a man over lunch one day, the 
sisters surprise me by agreeing wholeheartedly. 
“We don’t usually say ‘He’ when we pray, 
we replace it with ‘Love’ or ‘Source’. If you ►

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time I’d spent any serious time doing that 
was on a luxury detox in Indonesia; the irony of 
flying to an island half way round the globe and 
spending thousands to get the kind of headspace 
I found an hour from my house is not lost on me. 

Time spent reflecting on my life makes me 
aware of how little I do it. I’m always distracted 
- with work, nights out, looking at my phone, 
watching TV - and rarely stop to think about 
what I need to make me happy. 

After a week, my stay at the convent is up. 

I thought I’d be raring to get back to normal life, 
but I feel sad at leaving my temporary family. 

A week of slowing down, putting some structure 
back in my life and having some headspace has 
given me a sense of stability that I haven’t felt in 
months. I realise that perhaps the reason I don’t 
feel fulfilled or happy is because I never stop 
to think about what I really want from life. 


Without distractioris,

A s the week goes on, 

I build a bond with the 
sisters.

he sisters concentrate on things 
that make them fulfilled - whether 
that’s prayer time or the hours they 
spend volunteering.

When we speak, the 31 year old is 141 
dates into her gigantic Prismatic World 
Tour and has just touched down in Lima, 
Peru. She sounds surprisingly chipper for 
a woman who has spent much of this year 
on the road. I suspect the jovial tone 
combatting the jetlag has something to 
do with the fact that we’re talking about 
one of her favourite topics - Christmas. 

“I love a theme! I love a theme!” she says 
enthusiastically (and somewhat unnecessarily 
— after all, this is the woman who has dressed 
up as a giant Cheeto and Justin Bieber for 
Halloween) . “I had a really big party last 
year, where I had actual reindeer and my 
own Santa. There was a miniature 
gingerbread house with a mini 
Mrs Claus in it, and she was 
giving out warm gingerbread 
cookies to decorate.” 

The most successful celebrity 
collaborations are always the ones 
that seem authentic, so H&M asking 
Katy to be the face of its holiday range 
couldn’t be a neater fit. As well as starring 
in the accompanying advert (airing from 
November 23), she has also written 
the song for it. Every Day Is A Holiday, with 
DJ Duke Dumont. In the ad, she models the 
festive range — everything from Christmas 
jumpers to killer party heels - which 
dovetails with Katy’s own fail-safes for 
party dressing: “Glittery, of course. Velvet 
sometimes. I like a faux fur. I love the UK 
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company Shrimps.” And then there’s always 
a tongue-in-cheek nod to the season. “I like 
putting an ornament in my hair — last year 
1 had a little Christmas gnome. And 1 think 
red lipstick is super Christmassy. 1 wear 
a full tuxedo in one of the scenes in the 
commercial. 1 put it on and they were ready 
to pin it, but it didn’t need one pin. I’ve 
worn beautiful, chic business suits, but I’ve 
always had to tailor them, and this was such 
a miracle. It fit me so incredibly well that 
I spoke to a few people at H&M and was 
like, ‘I need a few of these different suits!”’ 

The holiday season chez Perry sounds 
like the closing scenes of a classic Christmas 
movie. Instead of exchanging presents, they 
go on a family holiday, which includes her 
parents, sister and niece. “We talk about it 
a few months in advance, and figure out if 
we want to be Christmassy with snow or 
soak up the sun - it’s decided by committee,” 
she says. If they’re celebrating in her home 
town of Santa Barbara, there will be a tour 
of all the neighbourhood lights a couple of 
days prior to the 25th. 

On Christmas Day, they “definitely do 
Bellinis,” she laughs, and board games feature 
heavily — Apples To Apples is a favourite. “We

all make food together. My mother still does 
stockings, which is adorable — she still puts 
a toothbrush in my stocking and some extra 
socks. If we’re in town, we like to go to 
the movie theatre. It’s really not that fancy 
— it’s cosy and onesies and sleeping in!” 

But it does start long before December: 
Katy starts playing Mariah Carey’s Christmas 
album the day after Thanksgiving, in 
November, and has her calendar marked to 
put her festive decorations out this month 
too. “I’ve been doing so much prep for it 
already [the campaign shot in July] that it’s 
put me in the Christmas state of mind way, 
way early this year. I like I Saw Mommy 
Kissing Santa Claus. I don’t think anything is 
cheesy about Christmas,” she announces. 
“More cheese is more Christmas.” 

So aside from less fucks, what does Katy 
want in 2016? “It’s really simple: it’s just 
continued health for my family, happiness, 
togetherness and get-alongness,” she 
laughs. “I don’t think that’s a word.”

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“I’M GETTING STERILISED ” 

Holly Brockwell, 29, dating 

“On the fifth time of asking, I’ve finally got a GP to 
agree to refer me for sterilisation on the NHS. Having 
children has simply never appealed. I’ve felt like this 
for a long time and I can’t see that changing. My mum 
had five children and talked a lot about how, even though 
she loves us all dearly, she’d do things differently if she 
had her time again.

Is everybody 
on something? 


We wanted to know 
where you stand on 
drugs, so we did an 
exclusive GLAMOUR 
survey. The results? 
One in three women 
ake drugs recreationally 
- and are convinced 
they can do it safely. But 
is that really possible? 


B ack in April 2011, Rachel, a PA, 
woke up in an unfamiliar room. 
‘Where the hell am I?’ she 
wondered. White walls, beeping 
monitor, IV needle in her wrist. 
‘Hospital. But why?’ The 29 year 
old remembered taking ecstasy with her friend, 
Stacey, at Coachella, waiting an hour for it to kick 
in, then taking another. She remembered snorting 
MDMA (the psychoactive ingredient in ecstasy), 
and some cocaine. And she remembered getting 
to the hotel, making herself sick, and freaking 
out that she wasn’t coming down. Then, nothing. 

Around 9am, Rachel would later learn, her 
roommate woke to a terrifying sight: Rachel was 
foaming at the mouth and having a seizure. By the 
time Rachel opened her eyes in hospital, three 



days had passed. “I’d been in a coma,” she says. 
“The doctor said I was lucky I didn’t die, which 
was scary, but also confusing. Yes, I partied. But 
I didn’t feel like I’d gone on some crazy binge.” 

But two doses of ecstasy, MDMA and coke is 
a binge, experts say. “Mixing drugs increases your 
risk of things like panic, overheating and heart 
problems,” says Dr Adam Winstock, consultant 
psychiatrist and founder of the Global Drugs 
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Survey. “Data from the survey indicates that, 
last year, about one in 100 users of drugs such 
as MDMA had emergency medical treatment. 

You don’t have to be dependent on a drug 
to have problems. You can have negative 
consequences if you use sporadically.” 

While Rachel is more cautious now, she still 
smokes weed and has taken ecstasy, mushrooms 
and ketamine since. “I’m tame compared to most 
people my age - I don’t even drink,” she says. 
“I’m more responsible; I take a small amount.” 

“Responsible” drug use? Is there such a thing? 
Many young women believe so: in an exclusive 
GLAMOUR survey of 1,024 women, that idea 
came up time and time again. 32% of women in 
our poll say they’ve used street drugs (like pot, 
ecstasy and cocaine), or prescription drugs (like 
Adderall and oxycodone, 
often called OxyContin) 
recreationally. And a quarter 
of women believe using 
drugs is OK, as long as 
you’re not hurting anyone 
or developing an addiction. 

The picture that emerged 
is of a user who approaches 
her habit in the same 
shame-free, matter-of-fact 
manner she might approach her diet or exercise 
routine. Women said they Google safety 
information, have rules about what they’ll 
consume, and “buy locally” from friends. “This is 
a huge cultural shift that no one is talking about,” 
says Dr Joseph Lee, from the Hazelden Betty 
Ford Foundation in the US, which runs addiction 
treatment centres. “There’s a big pool of women 
who are educated and have their lives together 
- and subscribe to the philosophy of better living 
through chemistry. We’re blind to this group who 
may not be addicts, but are at risk nonetheless.” 

So what are the risks? And why are women 
ignoring them? We went in search of answers. 


“DRUGS ARE A 
WAY TO BOND” 

Think of a drug user as someone who parties 
hard and is out of control? More than half 
of the women in our survey who use drugs 
say they do so with friends and boyfriends 
- often as a way to connect, experience 
something new, or relax. “Many people 
assume it’s normal to be chemically enhanced 
with a prescription or the latest party drug,” 
says psychiatrist Dr Kimberly Dennis. 

“At first, drugs were my naughty 
rebellion, but they’ve turned into something 
more intentional and self-reflective,” says 
Cassandra, 23, an event planner who 
uses weed, mushrooms, acid and MDMA. 

“This isn’t about getting loaded. For 
my friends and me, it’s about creating 
community and escaping our busy lives.” 

Angela, 23, an entrepreneur, who also 
uses mushrooms and acid, admits she likes 
to have a wild night every once in a while, 

“but 90% of the time, I take drugs to 
foster great conversations and relationships. 

When I’m tripping, I can be open and 
vulnerable. We discuss the future and our 
pasts; you get away from the craziness 
of work and Instagram and Facebook.” 

We all crave connection, says psychiatrist 
Dr Kimberly Dennis. “Technology isolates 
US; there’s been an erosion of social skills 
due to all the ways we communicate in 
a non-face-to-face manner. Many people 
assume it’s normal to be chemically 
enhanced with a prescription or the latest 
party drug. The question becomes, ‘Why 
do I need mushrooms or cocaine to have a 
deeper connection to another human being?’ 
Because when you need to use a substance 
to connect with somebody, your primary 
connection isn’t with the person; it’s 
with the drug.” 

F/ow women get 
their drugs can add 
to the experience, 
too: 50% of our poll 
participants say friends 
or family provide them. 
“You’re part of the 
circle,” says Dr Dennis. 
“And when you share 
a secret with another 
person, you feel closer.” ►

In our survey, 17% of those who use drugs compared it to 
having a few drinks. Likewise, nearly a third believe it’s safer 
to take prescription drugs like Xanax recreationally than 
street drugs, like coke. And Dr Winstock has clients who’ve 
been given what they’ve thought was coke at a party, but it 
turned out to be ketamine and they’ve ended up immobile 
and unable to call out for help. 

Today, many women practise what they think of as “safe 
use”. The women we spoke to discuss buying 
drugs as if they were shopping for kale. “My 
friends and I educate ourselves,” says Amanda, 
23, an entrepreneur. Angela says she buys only 
from “trusted” sources: “We need to know what 
we’re getting. Especially if it’s MDMA, which 
is a risk because it’s adulterated.” Veronica, 23, 
a publicist, adds: “It’s convenient, and safer, to buy 
drugs together. My friend found an amazing source 
of acid so bought 100 tabs to sell to friends, 
which means we know the product is clean and reliable.” 

Each person has their own rules. Cassandra drinks lots 
of water and never takes “cheap” drugs. Veronica sticks with 
weed and Adderall, drugs she feels are safe. (“But Xanax? 
Painkillers?” she says. “That stuff can kill you.”) Becca, 24, 
a marketing professional, says she researches for side 
effects and dangerous combos. “But,” she admits, 

“I sometimes wonder whether all this information is really 
making us safer or just giving us a false sense of security.”

“THEY’RE A WAY 
TO GET AHEAD” 

“We’re seeing an increase in stimulant 
medications used to boost production 
at work and cope with pressure,” says 
Dr Winstock. Other medication can also 
be used to cope with stress or emotional 
issues. One of the fastest-growing 
problems in the U K is Tramadol - a 
semi-synthetic opioid painkiller. “It acts 
like a heroin-like pill - I’ve seen a lot 
of people seek treatment after getting 
addicted. Often these pills are shared 
with friends - but they’re not biscuits!” 

Stimulants such as Adderall and 
Ritalin are prescribed for attention deficit 
hyperactivity disorder, and are seen as 
brain-boosting drugs. “Women are using 
them to sculpt their best selves - the 
smartest, most productive, thinnest,” 
says Megan Jones from mental health 
sitegolantern.com. But “academic 
performance declines in those who use 
ADHD drugs without a prescription,” 
adds Dr Amelia Arria, from the University 
of Maryland’s School of Public Health. 

Kelly, 30, an accountant, was 
engaged to a medical student and felt 
“on top of the world”, thanks, in part, 
to the Adderall she stole from him. But 
two years into her marriage, she caught 
him cheating. Prescribed Xanax, she 
cried all the time, until a friend gave her 
oxycodone. “I thought I was too smart 
to get addicted. But soon, I was so 
exhausted I lay in bed for three days.” 
Her parents put her in rehab. “I thought 
I was using drugs responsibly. Then 
everything came crashing down.” 


Alcohol and drugs 

63% of users say they’ve taken drugs 
while drinking. But together, “drugs 
- and alcohol is a drug - can mask 
each other, which makes it easier 
to use too much,” says Dr Lee.

EVERYTHING’S OK 

We asked the experts - does 
information equal safety? Their 
answer - no. “This idea of 
responsible drug use is similar 
to saying, ‘I’m playing Russian 
roulette responsibly,”’ says 
Dr Dennis. “The bullet does come 
around.” Here are the facts: 

Prescription drugs aren’t 
safer. Chemically, Adderall and 
cocaine are practically twins, says 
pharmacologist Nicole Cartwright 
Kwiek. Between 2010 and 2013 
in the US, A&E visits related to 
prescription stimulants tripled 
among those aged 18 to 34. And 
in 2010, four times more women 
died from prescription painkillers 
than from cocaine and heroin 
overdoses combined. 

The mortality rate is rising. 

Data published by the Office of 


UNTIL IT’S NOT 

National Statistics shows there 
were 3,346 drug-poisoning deaths 
registered in England and Wales 
in 2014 - the highest since 
records began in 1993. Deaths 
involving cocaine increased almost 
50% from the previous year and 
deaths from heroin and/or morphine 
increased by almost two thirds 
between 2012 and 2014. 

There has been a significant 
shift in the MDMA market in 
the past five years from pills to 
powder, as well as the increased 
purity in the powder. Consequently, 
the average dose of MDMA has 
increased. “It’s why the amount 
of people seeking medical 
treatment has tripled each 
year,” says Dr Winstock. 

And friends can’t guarantee 
safe drugs. Nearly half of UK ►

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◄ adults (53%) who’ve taken 
drugs in the last year obtained 
them at their home, or someone 
else’s, and over half (54%) 
said that they had got them 
from someone well known to 
them. One UK government 
survey found that 38% 
of respondents 
who had taken 
ecstasy in the 
past year thought 
that it was very 
or fairly safe to 
take. But less than 
5% of ecstasy is 
untainted, warns 
toxicologist Dr Eric 
Lavonas. “And some 
of the new drugs 
are so potent, we’re seeing terrible 
reactions. Seizures that won’t stop. 
Temperatures of 108°F (42°C) that 
lead to multi-system organ failure.” 

Addiction is a real possibility. 
“It’s a myth that people with 
addiction have to use a substance 
every single day,” says Dr Dennis. 
“Lots of women who wind up in 


rehab were only using sporadically. 

In fact, that’s becoming the norm.” 
Around 750,000 Britons take 
drugs every day, but the majority 
are infrequent users and take them, 
on average, less than once a month. 

But help is available. If you think 
you have a problem, says Dr Lee, 
talk to a therapist with 
addiction training (find 
one at addiction.org.uk). 
Be honest with your 
doctor about what you’re 
taking. And remember, 
says Dr Arria: “You 
might feel OK today, 
but in the long run, 
you’ll be better off if 
you learn healthier 
coping strategies, like how to 
express your true feelings.” 

Dr Lee makes one concession: 
“Most women who use drugs 
won’t have catastrophic problems, 
just like most people who speed 
won’t die in a car accident,” he 
says. “But we all assume we’ll 
be the lucky ones, which means 
someone will be wrong.”

Kelly (see p147) used to self-medicate 
with Adderall, Xanax and oxycodone 
but has been clean for nearly four 
years. Here’s a typical day for her now: 

5.45am Wake up. Three and a half years 
ago, I had to take Adderall and oxycodone 
just to start my day. Now vitamins are 
my go-to. I get my daughter and myself 
dressed for child care and work. Being 
a single mum is a piece of cake compared 
with my old life. Now I have a purpose. 
8.30am I arrive at work and catch up on 
emails and texts. In the past, I’d show up an 
hour late and either didn’t care enough or 
was too scared to respond to messages. 

Now I know I have to give back to people to 
keep these relationships alive and healthy. 

1 1 .30am I leave work to grab food and 
run an errand. Managing my time makes 
a huge difference in my anxiety levels. 

Lunch used to entail a couple of glasses 
of wine or shopping - anything to take 
my mind off how miserable I was. 

3pm I’m tired, so to re-energise, I make 
a green drink and talk to colleagues. Before, 
my body was breaking down - 1 was going to 
hospital once a month with strange illnesses. 
That’s what made me see I needed help. 
5.30pm Instead of going out drinking 
with friends, I pick up my daughter. 

For a while, I felt like a passenger in 
my own life, watching every good 
thing in it disappear. I was in a fog 
with no end in sight. 

8.30pm My daughter falls asleep 
in my arms. I hold her for another 
ten minutes, knowing she’s the most 
precious thing in my life. I didn’t 
think I could rebuild my life, but with 
rehab and my parents’ help, I did. 
What the expert says 
“This is a great lesson in being 
courageous enough to ask for help,” 
says Dr Dennis. “Kelly seems 
connected to herself and in balance. 
That’s what we hope for.” 0

Four years 
on, she won Team GB’s first gold 
at London 2012 with coxless pairs 
partner Heather Stanning, where they 
became the first British women 
to win an Olympic title in rowing. 

This sparked a four-year run and in 
September this year, she retained 
her third consecutive world title. 

JESSICA ENNIS-HILL, CBE 
HEPTATHLETE 

Nominated for: making the 
mother of all comebacks. 

A set of metallic weights, a spin 
bike and, in the corner of the garage. 


a newborn baby. Holed up in her 
makeshift gym, while baby Reggie 
slept, and receiving intensive physio 
to reconfigure her abdominal 
ligaments: this was life for Jessica as 
she battled post-baby to get back to 
her medal-winning best. It worked. 
Reclaiming ‘an internal self-belief’ 
encouraged the 29 year old to snatch 
heptathlon gold at the Beijing World 
Championships in August, just 13 
months after having her son. And 
it’s more than likely we’ll soon see 
her becoming only the third track 
and field athlete ever to retain an 
Olympic title after giving birth, 
when she competes in Rio 2016. 

CHARLEY HULL GOLFER 

Nominated for: her performance 
in the 2015 Solheim Cup.

The Velo star already boasts 
a swimming and cycling CV even 
retired athletes can only dream 
of, and the 11-time Paralympic 
Champion and new mother is still 
going strong - winning double gold 
in the 2015 UCI Para-cycling Track 
World Championships in March. 
Despite being born with a partially 
formed left hand, Sarah is so 
explosive on the track, she has also 
qualified for able-bodied races. 


NON STANFORD TRIATHLETE 

Nominated for: going from novice to 
Olympic Triathlete in just five years. 

When Non was three, her dad took 
the stabilisers off her bike and she 
careered into a dustbin. Aged 26, 
a silver medal in the September 
ITU World Triathlon Grand Final 
has catapulted Dame Kelly Holmes’ 
protege to qualify for her first 
Olympics. Brought up around strong 
female role models in sport, including 
her mum, a GB gymnastics coach.

GEVA MENTOR NETBALLER 

Nominated for: spearheading 
a World Cup bronze with 
England’s netball team. 

As Melbourne Vixens’ 6ft 2in

- and not just when she’s clearing 
the ball with one of her trademark 
out-of-nowhere leaps. In the Aussie 
semi-professional league, the former 
UK trampolining champion’s fast 
and fiercely competitive game is 
constantly analysed on prime-time 
TV and in the sports pages. Lucky for 
us, the supreme defender has dual 
citizenship and was appointed by new 
England coach Tracey Neville to lead 
the Roses to a third place World Cup 
play-off against Jamaica in August. 

KATY MCLEAN, MBE 
RUGBY PLAYER 

Nominated for: sealing Team GB’s 
place at Rio in the Rugby Sevens. 

Taunts from sideline parents once 
permeated Katy’s scrum on the pitch, 
but as the 29 year old skippered 
England to Rugby World Cup-winning 


glory in 2014, they 
were replaced with 
cheering. As Mowden 
Park Sharks’ biggest fish, 
the fly half was instantly netted 
by the Rugby Football Union for 
one of 20 precious professional, 
full-time contracts based on Olympic 
potential. And sure enough, in August 
the primary school teacher’s Sevens 
side sealed Team GB’s place at Rio. 

STEPH HOUGHTON 
FOOTBALLER 

Nominated for: captaining England’s 
Lionesses to World Cup bronze. 

It wouldn’t be a World Cup without 
helpings of heartbreak, and the 27 
year old and her valiant team were no 
stranger to it as they crashed out of 
the July FIFA World Cup in desperately 
unlucky fashion, due to a stoppage- 
time own goal, handing Japan a 2-1 
victory in the semi-final. The Man City 
defender’s commanding presence 
and leadership were demonstrated as 
she spoke afterwards: “Football can 
be cruel, but we can hold our heads 
high”. The subsequent outpouring of 
support marked a new era in Women’s 
Football, in which Steph’s Lionesses 
are now followed with pride. 

KATHERINE BRUNT CRICKETER 

Nominated for: becoming 
England’s fastest ever bowler. 

A “serious amount of self-loathing” 
drove the cricketer away from her 
sport after she put on weight at 16, ► 
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◄ but the Yorkshirewoman found that 
in actual fact, sport was the answer 
to her confidence issues and chose 
to make her name with the England 
squad at 17. Feared by the opposition, 
Katherine is pure aggression on 
the pitch, with a 77mph bowl. In 
August she smashed a half century of 
Twenty20 International caps. If anyone 
highlights the transformative power 
of sport for self-esteem, it’s this 30 
year old who morphed into the fastest 
bowler in the women’s game this year. 

NICOLA ADAMS, MBE BOXER 

Nominated for: becoming 
the first female boxer to win 
a hat trick of boxing titles. 

Being bed-ridden for three months 
after a vertebrae fracture taught 
the 33-year-old Olympic and 
Commonwealth champion to get up 
after being knocked down. “I’m like 
a comeback kid, you can’t keep me 
down for long,” she says. Self-belief 
won out, and she became the first 
woman boxer to win gold at Baku 
European Games in 2015. Next, 
she’ll be storming to February’s 
World Championships for the 
chance to qualify for Rio. 

LIZZIE ARMITSTEAD CYCLIST 

Nominated for: fulfilling a dream 
of winning a road-cycling world title. 

There’s much talk of Olympic gold 
for the new winner of the rainbow 
jersey, the prestigious prize awarded 
to cycling World Champions. After 
a series of near-misses in the World 


Championships, 

Lizzie won the Road 
World Championships in 
September (she’s one of 
only four British women to do 
so). More than a mile behind nine 
lead riders in the final lap of the 
130km inner-city circuit, Lizzie pulled 
off a sprint battle to take the gold. 

ELLIE DOWNIE GYMNAST 

Nominated for: scooping GB’s 
first women’s all-around medal 
for vault, bar, beam and floor. 

For most 15 year olds, GCSEs are 
as stressful as life gets. For artistic 
gymnast El lie, it was facing her first 
senior event with the four apparatus: 
vault, bar, beam and floor. And she 
wasn’t feeling 100% after an ankle 
operation, either. Regardless, she 
took a historic bronze at April’s 
European Gymnastics Championships 
- the first women’s all-around medal 
in a major championship. 

HEATHER WATSON 
TENNIS PLAYER 

Nominated for: almost toppling 
Serena Williams at Wimbledon. 

Despite losing her British Nol 
ranking this year, Fleather led the 
formidable Serena 3-0 in the final 
set of their third-round clash on 
Wimbledon Centre Court in July. 

She got within two points of knocking 
Serena out, which she will “use 
for future confidence,” she says. 

SIOBHAN-MARIE O'CONNOR 
SWIMMER 

Nominated for: helping Team 
GB transition to glory 

“Winning is great, but you don’t 
learn anything. The biggest learning 


experiences 
come from 
when things 
don’t go well,” says 
the 19 year old who 
battled ulcerative colitis 
(an inflammatory bowel 
disease) to win six medals at 
the 2014 Commonwealth Games, 
including gold. This year, she’s 
at the heart of Team GB’s efforts 
to improve on their three medals 
in the London Olympics in 2012. 
She’s already clocked up team 
gold in the 4 x 100m medley 
and bronze in the 200m individual 
medley at her third World 
Championships in Kazan this year.

1 PREP 

“Exfoliate with a soft 
toothbrush to remove dry 
skin before moisturising,” says 
Lipstick Queen founder, Poppy 
King. “Then moisturise really 
well,” says make-up artist 
Angela Davis Deacon. “I like 
a lanolin balm such as Original 
Nipple Balm For Lips [£12 Dr 
Lipp, left].

2 APPLY 

“Look into the mirror and smile 
to see exactly where to apply,” 
advises make-up supremo 
Charlotte Tilbury.

This is what gives that real-life, 
airbrushed finish. If you struggle to find 
the right shade, buy a tone lighter than 
you think, because foundation usually 
oxidizes on the skin and goes darker. 

I use professional paint brushes 
to apply make-up - they are 
cheaper than make-up brushes and 
work just as well. I buy them online 
- you’ll find the best deals there. 

Don't go too light around your 
eyes because it will make your under- 
eye circles stand out. Pick a peachy- 
toned concealer to balance out blueish 
circles. To set, use a pink-hued loose 
powder, as it cancels out darkness. 

For defined but natural brows, 
aim to mimic real hair by stroking 
upwards so it’s soft and feathery. 
Forget lining around the 
outer lips. It won’t make them look 
bigger, just inflated. I do a vertical 
line in the centre of the bottom lip, 
then two down from the peaks of 
the Cupid’s bow - this contours 
them from the inside out.

Ania’s Instagram is overflowing with 
gorgeously glossy faces - I was 
desperate to know her secret to 
achieving that glow, and here we go. 

Perfect strobing starts with 
healthy, happy skin. Exfoliate, 
moisturise and drink lots of water. 

Highlights look best on skin 
which is as natural as possible. 

Try not to use too 
much foundation. Tinted 
moisturisers are my favourite. 

Make sure your highlighter is the right tone. 

Strobing should look like something your skin has 
done on its own, so getting the right colour is a must. 

Application is important. For liquids, I use my 
fingertips, and with powders, I like to use extremely 
soft, fluffy brushes like Cheek Colour Brush [£39 Laura 
Mercier]. They blend flawlessly to avoid harsh lines. 

Location: going from glowing to greasy has a fine line. Avoid the middle 
of the forehead, the cheeks, around the nose or the chin. Focus on the highest 
part of the cheekbones, under the eyebrows, tip of the nose and Cupid’s bow.

Hung is a master - yes, he makes 
the already beautiful Victoria’s Secret 
models look even more wow. But 
his tricks work on non-Angels too. . . 


My make-up philosophy is less- 
is-more. Creating gorgeous skin is the 
most important part of the process - invest in good skincare. 
My signature VS look is all about looking healthy 
and beautiful. There is always a gorgeous glow on the 
skin that looks like it is radiating from within. This type of 
make-up is all about enhancing the features by making them 
stand out, without adding too much colour on the face.” 

To achieve that elongated cat-like eye shape, 

I draw a thick line on upper lids and a little on the outer 
corner of the lower lid. The trick is to exaggerate the lines 
so they’re longer than the shape of your eyes and to 
blend them well outwards and upwards. To make the 
eyes pop, I apply liner inside the waterline. I like to use 
chocolate-brown or bronze pencils, almost never black. 

I love everything that has a creamy texture, 
because it’s what most looks like skin. I tend to use cream 
eyeshadows for my looks.

Jobs 
bullies his frazzled staff, including long-term employee Joanna (Kate Winslet), 
and argues with his ex. There’s plenty of the snappy (if jargon-heavy) 
dialogue that made The West Wing cmtor Aaron Sorkin a star screenwriter, 
and Fassbender’s dynamic Jobs could well garner awards recognition.

M ETHOD Boil the potatoes in slightly salted water for 5 minutes with the lid on, 
then drain.

Add the onion, cinnamon and chilli and cook until the onions have softened. Now add 
the cubed chicken and continue frying until the chicken turns white. Pop in the potatoes, 
curry paste, coconut milk, fish sauce, lime leaves and 200ml of water, bring to the boil 
then reduce to a simmer and cook for 15 minutes. Stir in the kale and cook for a further 
5 minutes. Serve with chopped unsalted peanuts.

INGREDIENTS 

• 400g Maris Piper/Rooster potatoes,

• 5 kaffir lime leaves • 150g kale 

• 50g unsalted peanuts, to serve 


INGREDIENTS 

• 500g Maris Piper/Rooster potatoes, peeled and diced • 2tbsp olive oil 

• 2 garlic cloves, sliced • 1 red pepper, sliced • 1 yellow pepper, sliced 

• 2tsp harissa spice • 150ml lamb stock • 12 black olives • 50g dried 
apricots, roughly chopped • 8 lamb chops, fat trimmed • 1 small bag 
of baby spinach • Itsp rosemary • Itbsp chopped parsley 


M ETHOD Pre-heat the oven to 220°c / gas mark 7. Boil the potatoes in salted water for 5 minutes, 
then drain. In a frying pan, add 1 tbsp of the olive oil and the drained potatoes, and cook for 5 minutes 
over a medium heat. Now add the garlic and continue frying. Next, add in the peppers and harissa spice 
and continue cooking for 5 minutes. Season with salt and transfer the potatoes to an oven tray. Pour over 
the lamb stock, add the apricots and olives and pop into the oven for 10-15 minutes. Meanwhile, add the 
remaining Itbsp of olive oil and cook the lamb chops until browned on both sides - you may need to do this 
in two batches. Take the tray out from the oven, stir in the spinach, pop the lamb chops in the tray, season 
them and then sprinkle over the rosemary and cook for a further 10 minutes. Serve at the table in the tray.

Make-up legend Lisa Eldridge channels classical 
beauty icons - to create four gorgeously modern looks

W ith over 1.2million YouTube subscribers, 403,000 Instagram 
followers and 408,000 Pinterest devotees, make-up artist 
Lisa Eldridge is a phenomenon. One of the first editorial make-up 
artists to pioneer online tutorials, her reach is now global — and her name 
synonymous with wearable, high-end beauty. A long-term GLAMOUR 
collaborator, she partnered with us on this exclusive shoot to launch her 
first book. Face Paint: The Story Of Makeup. This is not a how-to, but an 
insightful journey through the history of make-up. “I have always been 
fascinated by how and why women have worn and are wearing make-up,” 
says Lisa. Here are some of her favourite timeless beauty looks. 


FLUSHED CHEEKS 


INSPIRED BY MARIE ANTOINETTE 

a ‘This is about velvety skin with a deliberate flush to 

cheeks,” says Lisa. She used a bright cream blush (Cream 
Color Base in Pink Shock £16 maccosmetics.co.uk) and 
tapped it down the cheeks for a hot-flush feel, then 
layered Instain Long-Wearing Staining Powder Blush 
in Lace £20.50 The Balm (1) for intensity.

“This is ultimate old-school glamour - the contoured 
cheeks and smoky, glossy lids are so classic yet 
incredibly current,” says Lisa. For the sculpted look, as 
seen on Marlene Dietrich, Lisa brushed The Sculpting 
Powder in Medium £35 Kevyn Aucoin from ears along 
cheekbones down to the corners of the mouth. “The 
trick with contour is to build it up slowly. Keep blending and going 
back and forth so it looks like a shadow, not a stripe,” she says. For 
the smoky eyes, she prefers to blend black, grey and brown shadows to 
get depth but avoid too much density, which will weigh down the eyes 
(Color Riche La Palette Nude Eyeshadow Palette Beige £14.99 LOreal 
Paris). A few individual lashes at the outer corners and a dab of clear 
gloss in the centre of lids add drama. For silent-movie siren dark lips, 
she used 1000 Kisses Lip Liner in Black Tulip £2.99 Rimmel London 
and Pro Lip Palette in Editorial Reds £35 maccosmetics.co.uk ►

THE TRUTH 
ABOUT FOOD 
ALLERGIES 


Scared of dairy? Avoid wheat like 
the plague? These days, it seems 
everyone has an intolerance or 
allergy But are there genuine 
health reasons to give up certain 
foods - and how can you tell \[you 
should? Maria Lally investigates

W hen Gwyneth Paltrow became 
the poster girl for a gluten-, 
dairy- and egg-free diet, the 
notion of cutting out an entire 
food group seemed like the 
preserve of celebrities who had a private chef 
to tend to their dietary needs. Fast forward ten 
years and ditching a food group for your health 
isn’t just popular, it’s everywhere. Instagram 
is awash with #wheatfree and #sugarfree 
hashtags, and food bloggers are making their 
names by creating eating regimes for their 
lactose/gluten/pick your food group-intolerant 
audience. So why the sudden craze for cutting 
out foods? Are there any health benefits (or 
risks), and what’s the difference between 
a food allergy and a food intolerance anyway? 
Here’s everything you need to know. 

Allergy vs intolerance 

“A food allergy involves the immune 
system,” says Dr Isabel Skypala, 
a consultant allergy dietitian 
at Royal Brompton & 

Harefield NHS Foundation 
Trust. “With a food 
allergy, your body mistakes 
a particular food for 
a potential invader and reacts 
within two hours of eating that 
food (usually sooner), every time 
you eat it.” Symptoms include 
nausea, vomiting, wheezing, 
rashes and anaphylactic shock. 

Intolerances are less specific 
and tend to cause symptoms 
such as bloating, diarrhoea and 
constipation, or tiredness. “The 
timescale of your symptoms may 
vary, you may not always react 
to a food or your symptoms 
may change depending on the 
combination of food you’re eating.’ 

Amena Warner from Allergy UK adds, 

“An allergy is very definable, potentially life 
threatening and fairly straightforward to 
diagnose, whereas intolerances don’t involve 
the immune system. They’re much more vague 
and could range from severe bloating or 
diarrhoea to somebody just having a feeling that 


a particular food ‘doesn’t agree’ with them. And 
they generally don’t tend to be life threatening.” 

The only exception to this rule is coeliac 
disease, which is an autoimmune disease 
caused by an adverse reaction to gluten 
(a protein found in wheat, barley and rye). 
“Unlike other food allergies, the symptoms 
of coeliac disease aren’t always immediate, but 
it falls under ‘allergies’ and not intolerances 
because it involves the immune system, 
which reacts to gluten,” says Dr Skypala. 

What are the most 
common types? 

Coeliac disease affects one in 100 people 
- however, of those, only 24% of sufferers 
know they have it, meaning half a million 
people in the UK have coeliac disease and 
don’t even know about it. Symptoms include 
bloating, diarrhoea, nausea, wind, constipation, 
unexplained tiredness, mouth ulcers, 
unexplained or sudden weight loss 
and a red, raised rash (often 
with blisters) on the elbows, 
knees, bottom or face (this 
is known as dermatitis 
herpetiformis, or DH). 

“Other allergies include fish 
and shellfish, usually prawns, 
nuts, milk and eggs, but the last two 
are very rare in adults and more common 
in children, who then usually grow out of it,” 
says Dr Skypala. “Then there’s pollen food 
syndrome, or oral allergy symptom, which 

occurs in adults who are sensitive to tree 
or grass pollen. This happens when the 
body wrongly recognises foods, such as 
fruits and nuts, as pollen and reacts.” 

Common food intolerances are 
to wheat (found in bread), dairy 
(eg milk, yoghurt and cheese), and 
fructose (the sugar found in fruits). 
Symptoms include bloating, diarrhoea 
or constipation, nausea, tiredness and 
a general feeling of sluggishness. 

How can you be tested? 

According to Dr Skypala, with an allergy there’s 
no grey area: “A blood test or skin-prick test 
will give you a positive or negative result and ►

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M you’ll then be 
given guidance by 
a dietitian.” But 
don’t be tempted 
by a home-testing 
kit: “They’re inaccurate, 
they’re not regulated and 
they’re potentially dangerous,” 
she says. “Unless you see 
your GP or a specialist 
allergy professional, such 
as a doctor or nurse, you’re 
just wasting your money.” 

Nutritionist Amanda Ursell agrees: “If 
you think you have a food allergy, see your GP 
right away, who can refer you to a medically 
qualified allergy expert. Don’t opt for one of the 
alternative therapy-style tests available online, 
such as kinesiology or hair analysis.” 

As for food intolerances. 

Dr Skypala says there’s 
no specific test. “It’s just 
a matter of cutting the 
suspected food out of your 
diet for four weeks and if your 
symptoms improve, you may 
have one. However, this has 
to be done under the care of 
a dietitian. Don’t try to cut things out yourself, 
or because you’ve read something about food 
intolerances online - the information there is 
often poor, old or inaccurate.” 

Is there a cause - or cure? 

According to the experts we spoke to, there’s 
no known cause for allergies or intolerances, 
but recent studies have found that being 
exposed to a wide variety of food when you’re 
a baby can actually protect you from allergies. 
“New research shows that exposing babies 
and young children to nut protein can actually 
reduce their risk of developing a nut allergy in 
the first place,” says Dr Skypala. [But check 
with your GP first, as your child will need an 
allergy test and to be evaluated - and never 
give peanuts or whole nuts to children under 
five, for risk of choking]. “As for other causes, 
it’s still largely unknown why some people 
develop food allergies or intolerances. Some 
studies suggest it could be because we’re 
getting cleaner, or there’s more pollution 
but we don’t really know. Although there 
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is research that shows some conditions, 
such as coeliac disease, may be genetically 
inherited. There’s also some research that 
shows the quality of our food can help 
prevent allergies and intolerances, so eating 
a wide range of fresh, in-season fruits and 
vegetables may help reduce your risk.” 

Are they on the rise? 

“It does seem like more people than ever are 
suffering from food allergies and intolerances, 
and the ‘free-from’ range in supermarkets is 
getting bigger than ever, but in reality there 
are no accurate figures to pinpoint exact 
numbers,” says Ursell. “According to the 
British Dietetic Association, around 3% of 
adults have a food allergy, although 20% 
think they do. And I’m sure the figures are 
higher with food intolerances.” 

A word of warning 

Before you start browsing that 
ever-expanding ‘free-from’ 
aisle, a word of advice from 
Ursell: “While food allergies 
and intolerances are very real 
and potentially dangerous, 
it’s important to remember 
that most people don’t have them. Yet there 
seems to be a commercialisation of exclusion. 
One problem is that there is a lot of advice 
online from non-experts who recommend 
cutting out one food group or another. Some of 
them may have a genuine diagnosis, but many 
others may be hiding eating disorders behind 
a veneer of diet exclusion. Or simply not know 
what they’re talking about. So be aware of who 
you’re following, and question how qualified 
they are to be telling anybody to cut out food 
groups. And be really honest with yourself 
- are you thinking about cutting out 
bread because you have a genuine 
digestive problem, or because 
you want to lose weight or 
get a flatter stomach?” 
Ursell says you 
also need to be 
wary of cutting out 
a food group without 
replacing it with 
another to make up 
for the nutritional ► 
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“It s unknown why some people 
develop allergies or intolerances. 
But research shows the quality of 
our food can help prevent them” 
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M shortfall. “Take dairy intolerance, 
for example,” she says. “If you decide 
to stop drinking cow’s milk because you 
think you’re intolerant, then you need to be 
aware of what you’re doing. Calcium, which 
is found in milk, cheese and yoghurt, is 
really important for bone and teeth health, 
especially in your twenties, when you’re still 
building up your bone density. So if you take 
cow’s milk out of your diet, you need to think 
carefully about what to replace it with. Almond 
milk is a great source of calcium, yet oat milk 
isn’t. Garbs are another food group that is 
commonly excluded, but again you have 
to ask yourself whether you’re doing this 
for vanity reasons or because you genuinely 
think you have a real intolerance? While fat 
and protein can 
be broken down 
by the body to 
provide energy, 
carbs are a really 
great energy 
source. Even 
white bread has 
health-boosting calcium and B vitamins, 
and wholemeal bread has them, plus fibre. 

So don’t cut out a fantastically nutritious 
food such as bread for no good reason.” 

Lastly, Ursell says that self-diagnosing can 
be potentially life threatening: “If you think you 
have coeliac disease, you should continue eating 
gluten and see your GP. If you give up gluten, 
or start swapping regular pasta for gluten-free 
pasta, but still keep small amounts of gluten 
in your diet, and then you see your GP, you 
may get what’s called a ‘false negative’ result. 

If you don’t get the right result and continue 
eating gluten despite having coeliac disease, 
you could go undiagnosed for several years, 
which could have harmful consequences. If 
you have symptoms, such as constant bloating 
or diarrhoea, you should see your GP rather 
than cutting out bread, as there is a chance 
it might not just be an allergy or intolerance. 

It’s unlikely that anything will be seriously 
wrong, but as illnesses such as Crohn’s disease 
and ovarian cancer share similar symptoms, 
you need to rule out potentially harmful 
diseases before tinkering with your diet.”

What can you 
eat instead? 

If you're avoiding dairy 

“Drink almond milk,” says Ursell. “And eat more dark 
green leafy vegetables, which are a great source of 
calcium.” To get your yoghurt fix, try Coyo Vanilla 
Dairy Free Coconut Milk Yoghurt (available in 
supermarkets and health food stores). 

If you're avoiding fish or shellfish 

Fish is a fantastic source of omega-3 fatty 
acids, which you can get from flaxseeds or 
flaxseed oil too (both are great on salads). 

If you're avoiding eggs 

“Some people with an egg allergy have to avoid it 
altogether, while others can tolerate foods containing 
well-cooked egg (such as cake) without a problem,” 
says Warner. “And unlike chronic (incurable) allergies, 
such as coeliac disease, you can grow out of it.” In 
the meantime, buy egg-free versions of mayonnaise, 
quiche and cakes. Or try a vegan cookbook (such as 
Deliciously Ella: Awesome Ingredients And Incredible 
Food That You And Your Body Will Love). 

If you're avoiding gluten 

If you’re diagnosed with coeliac disease, your GP will 
refer you to a dietitian for advice (see coeliac.org.uk 
for more information). Also, read Amelia Freer’s Eat 
Nourish. Glow. Freer (Sam Smith’s nutritionist) 
doesn’t eat gluten and her book is full of tips and 
recipes for avoiding it.
